In the claims : 

^ Cancel claims 1-63 without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Add new claims 64 to 135 as follows. 


—64. A synthetic nucleic acid sequence which encodes a protein wherein at least one 
non-common codon or less-common codon has been replaced by a common codon, and the 
synthetic nucleic acid sequence comprises $ continuous stretch of at least 90 codons all of which 
are common codons. 


65. The nucleic acid sequence of claim 64, wherein the continuous stretch occurs in a 
nucleic acid sequence which is selected from a group of sequences consisting of a sequence of a 
pre-pro-protein; a sequence of a pro-protein; a sequence of a mature protein; a "pre" sequence of 
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
